A Motlioil Deiorlbod V lilch 11 Koonomlcal. 


Simple and LxpedftiouK 


Fowls that hftve been properly kept 


will generally be in good condition for 
the table at almost any season and at 
any age 
But we may increase tho 


amount of fleah, harden it and "fatten"^ 
the birds, so that they will dress pr»- 
eentably for the butcuere' stalls, if we de- 
sire, tluough additional or extra feeding 
for tt fe\v \\ ccks at the close of the ee»- 
gon It is quite impossible for any breed- 
er—no matter how careful, Low skillful 
or how determined he may be—to breed 
all his fowls np to what is considered 
the average best "standard" 
There 


must be culls among his flocks, let him 
do his beat 
This is not only onr own 


but it is the frankly admitted e%pcrienoe 
of all fanciers or poulterers who are dig 
posed to state the facts 
Thus, then— 


whatever your strain, breed or cross may 
be—you will rear many chickens every 
yeEi that will prote fit oiuj for the spit 
or the pot 
'1 hese should be weeded out 


If we aie bleeders of large flocltb, wa 


shall have many such birds to be dis- 
posed of for t ible use If \i e breed only 
a few the pi opoi tion of indifferent speci- 
mens is about the same 
And all these 


"culls" must be got rid of to the best ad- 
vantage because we do not caro to carry 
them o\er for future propagation and it 
is not profitable to feed them after they 
hav? attained their growth
